them that heard him.” 


Text, Heb. 9:22, “AND ALMOST ALL 
THINGS ARE BY THE LAW PURGED 
(CLEANED) WITH BLOOD; AND 
WITHOUT SHEDDING OF BLOOD IS 
NO REMISSION.” 

The blood is the only thing that 
will cleanse from SIN. Yes, it’s true, 
God forgives sins, your actual trans- 
gressions of His law; but it as surely 
and truly takes the blood of Jesus ap- 
plied to your soul to PURGE the 
Adamic sin which you must get rid of 
if you are to reign over the five or ten 
cities or to be either a king or priest. 
Rev. 5:10, “And hast made us unto 
our God kings.and priests: and we 
shall reign on the earth.” 

This salvation is great because it 
is God’s plan of redemption; it’s great 
because it was planned, ordained, and 
made by God, whereby men may live 
and be free from sin, and go to 
the place which Jesus went to prepare, 
John 14:2; it is great because it was 
bought with the precious, cleansing 
blood of Jesus, so that we can live 
holy. Since the blood is life, then this 
salvation was bought with the very 
life of Christ, for without shedding of 
blood is no remission. Some do not 
believe in a blood salvation, but God 
has always required blood in redemp- 
tion from sin. Even the old covenant 
was not perfect, nevertheless it re- 
quired the blood of animals. Heb. 10:1, 
“For the law having a shadow of good 
things to come, and not the very 
image of the things, can never with 
those sacrifices which they offer year 
by year CONTINUALLY make the 
comers thereunto perfect.” V. 4, “For 
it is not possible that the blood of 
bulls and goats should take away 
sins.” Now if the first covenant had 
been perfect, there would have been 
no place found for the second, but it 
was not perfect. Heb. 10:3, “But in 
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those sacrifices there is a remem- 
brance again made of sins every year.” 

But thank God, this GREAT SAL- 
VATION is perfect, there is no need 
for any other sacrifice for sin. The old 
covenant blood purged (cleansed) 
from sin for one year at a time, but 
now we have access to the holy of 
holies ourselves, thank God, and God 
forgives us of our sins. But we still 
need the purging, cleansing of the 
blood, as in Heb. 10:9-10, “Then said 
he, Lo, I come to do thy will, O God. 
He taketh away the first, that he may 
establish the second.” V. 10, “By 
which will we are sanctified through 
the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all.” 

Heb. 13:12, “Wherefore Jesus also, 
that he might sanctify the people 
with his own blood, suffered without 
the gate.” He forgave sins before He 
died, but it takes His blood to sanctify, 
which makes this salvation greater, 
because of the sacredness of the blood 
of the Son of God. Then, after being 
sanctified by the blood, our hearts be- 
come empty, as in Matt. 12:43, 44, 
“When the unclean spirit is gone out 
of a man, he (the unclean spirit) 
walketh through dry places, seeking 
rest, and finding none. Then he (the 
unclean spirit) saith, I will return in- 
to my house from whence I came out; 
and when he is come, he (the unclean 
spirit) findeth it empty, swept, and 
garnished.” So after this experience 
we need the filling which is provided 
in this good salvation, the portion of 
His Spirit that He has given to all who 
will believe and accept. Some say we 
do not need more after we are sanc- 
tified; God made this salvation per- 
fect, so He provided a portion of His 
Spirit to guide and teach us, to bring 
all things to our remembrance. So 
Jesus told His disciples (His followers) 
just what we are if we are living for 
Him, in Acts 1:4,5, “And, being as- 
sembled together with them, com- 
manded them that they should not 
depart from Jerusalem, but WAIT FOR 
THE PROMISE OF THE FATHER, 
which, saith he, ye have heard of me.” 
Read Luke 24:49. V. 2, “For John truly 
baptized with water; but ye shall be

baptized with the Holy Ghost not 
many days hence.” Read this in Matt. 
3:11. 

Now, dear reader, you know as well 
as I do that men have tried to do 
away with God’s plan of salvation, and 
set up a profession of their own and 
believe me, all who are led by man 
and ignore God’s salvation will only 
get as close to heaven as man can 
take them. You probably will say, “All 
who get the salvation that you have 
outlined have to suffer persecution.

Let’s read 1 
John 3:2, “Beloved, now are we the 
sons of God, and it doth not yet ap- 
pear what we shall be: but we know 
that when he (Jesus) shall appear, we 
shall be like him; for we shall see him 
as he is.” Heb. 9:28 in part says, “And 
unto them that look for him (Jesus) 
shall he appear the second time with- 
out sin unto salvation.” Now if we 
are to be like Him, and He will be 
without sin, then we must also be

Writing in Prairie Pastor on crimi- 
nals, Rev. J. C. Brumfield, Radio 
Director for the International C. E. 
Fellowship, says: “The world is 
alarmed today over the critical prob- 
lem of juvenile delinquency and we 
have a right to be alarmed. In Amer- 
ica last year, there were 1,531,272 ma- 
jor crimes committed. This was an 
alarming increase over the previous 
year. The average criminal in Amer- 
ica is 18 years of age, and J. Edgar 
Hoover predicts it will be even a lower 
age this year. Every hour, there are 
164 offences. The annual crime bill in 
America is 15 billion dollars. This is 
$28,500 a minute, and $41,040,000 a 
day.” 

Another. kind of crime looms large 
in the United States. The editor of the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation (Time of March 6) esti- 
mates a possible ‘one million babies 
killed each year by abortion, or one- 
fourth of the babies born annually in 
this country.

Strange Faces in Washington 
George Washington Robnett, writ- 
ing in “Our American System,” stated 
that Miss Alice Barrows, who worked 
under Mr. Ickes ten years, recently 
resigned to accept a position as sec- 
retary for Corliss Lamont’s latest pro- 
Soviet “front.”

It is my pleasure to bring to you 
at this time just why I think the 
word “redemption” is so important. It 
is the keynote of the entire Bible, from 
Genesis to Revelation, which only 
means the buying back of that which 
was lost..: 

It has been God’s plan to restore 
the human family to a sinless state, 
ever since the fall of Adam. Accord- 
ing to the scripture, there is ample 
proof that all was lost at the fall of 
Adam. Man did not only lose his life, 
but lost his dominion over the earth 
as well. It has been since this time 
God has wanted His image to be re- 
stored in the human soul. Therefore, 
God has completed His plan, as we 
read in Rom. 3:24, “Being justified 
freely by his grace through the re- 
demption that is in Jesus Christ.” 

Man placed in the garden of Eden 
and given the power of choice, made 
it possible for him to sin if he so 
chose. God did not leave His people 
helpless with no chance whatsoever 
to be restored, after Adam and Eve did 
sin. 

Man at one time was in a sinless 
state, and it is my firm conviction 
that it is God’s will for man to be 
able to attain the same state from 
which he fell. 

Now since I am a Christian, it would 
be hard for me to attempt to tell you 
how to serve God. You might think 
that strange, but many have tried 
and failed. This I do believe with all 
my heart, that God not only expects 
His people to live without sin, but 
commands them to do so. 

2 Cor. 5:17, “Therefore if any man 
be in Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new.” Now isn’t 
that plain? I do not want to change 
your way of thinking. I want you to 
think as you always have, so as to be 
able to understand. 

‘Redemption is the working out of 
the gospel story as is set forth in the 
Word of God. “Whosoever will” is an 
invitation to all unbelievers. It is 
God’s plan for man to be redeemed by 
the glorious sacrifice of His Son. It’s 
not an afterthought. You have lis- 
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tened many times, no doubt, to John 
3:16, which states that God gave His 
Son to save the world. 

Listen, friend, this is not my plan; 
it’s God’s plan. Read 1 Tim. 2:5, 6, “For 
there is one God, and one mediator 
between God and men, the man Christ 
Jesus; who gave himseif a ransom for 
all, to be testified in due time.” If 
you are not living without sin in your 
life, it is not the fault of God. 

God has done all a loving heavenly 
Father can do. The redemption prom- 
ised is full and complete. 

1 John 2:2, “He is the propitiation 
for our sins: and not for ours only, 
but also for the sins of the whole 
world.” This range will include every 
person; there is not one left out, so 
that includes you. 

I know we are not all saved. “But 
why?” you might ask. We as a people 
Still have the privilege of choice, as 
we were speaking of in the beginning. 
God does not force you to serve Him. 
You, as always, have the power of 
choice. God warns us, God appeals, 
God commands; it is your privilege to 
have the blessings of the Savior as 
much as it is for me. 

God wants a willing people and He 
is not going to have any other type. 
I talked to a friend of mine not long 
ago. He said he thought the soldiers 
should have the privilege of going to 
places they desired to. My reply was, 
“Yes, for this reason,” I said. “I have 
seen sO many man-made Christians, 
and I do know there is a real exper- 
ience to be had with God.” 

It is hard for us to have faith at 
times, but the Word tells us in Rom. 
10:17, “Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.” When 
we realize we are lost, then is ,the 
time to turn to God. Heb. 11:6, “With- 
out faith it is impossible to please him: 
for he that cometh to God must be- 
lieve that he is, and that He is a re- 
warder of them that diligently seek 
him.” You might drive people into 
the church but that will not save in 
the least. 

If I could find words and put them 
together so as to make you under- 
stand, that would be my greatest de- 


Sire. To a man who came to Jesus and 
‘asked, “What must I do?” you, will 
find the answer the Lord Himself 
gave, in John 3:3, “Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of - 
‘God.” So I will in turn hand it to you. 
I know what the Lord meant when 
He said this, but the other man did 
not know. The reason for this is that 
I have experienced the new birth. 

We can be made partakers of His 
divine nature, only if we meet His 
terms. Now when a person turns from 
his sins, and truly repents, he can be 
made a partaker of His divine nature 
iby our Lord only. 

Being born again is not for man to 
understand, even after he has had 
the experience. But we do know when 
Wwe are redeemed. The new birth can 
not be explained by mere theory of 
natural psychology, for it is a super- 
natural work, and every one born of 
the Spirit is born from above and not 
man-made. Don’t try to figure out 
how God is going to do that. He will 
take care of that, and that’s not all— 
you will know about it at the same 
time. 

2 Peter 1:4, “Whereby are given un- 
to us exceeding great and precious 
promises: that by these ye might be 
made partakers of the divine nature, 
having escaped the corruption that is 
in the world through lust.” Isn’t that 
fine! It’s all given to us. 

By confession one acknowledges his 
sins to God, and God never has 
turned away a true penitent, and nev- 
er will. 1 Peter 1:22, 23, “Seeing ye 
have purified your souls in obeying 
the truth through the spirit: unto un- 
feigned love of the brethren, see that 
ye love one another with a pure heart 
fervently: Being born again, not of 
corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth and 
abideth forever.” 

This radical change does take place 
in the lives of many that are in the 
Christian ranks today. Any amount of 
testimony can be found if needs be. 

You might resort to most any policy 
for the present, but there is only one 
cure for the disease of sin, and it can 
be had by each person. John 6:37, “All 
that the Father giveth me shall come 
to me; and him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast out.” That’s a 
great promise. A millionnaire and a 
poor man must find redemption the 
same way, and that is by faith in 
Jesus as our personal Savior. All men 
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If we state that we believe the Bible 
to be the Word of God, we must at 
once admit that all things have the 
impress of divine unity, but we must 
also see that everything has a distinc- 
tive note and that many details have 
their own particular message. Once 
we see this, there is thrust unon us 
the duty of discovering the purpose of 
God in every part of His Word. 

THE COLORS OF THE BIBLE 

It is not my purpose to seek to go 
into the typical import of the colors 
founds in the Bible. It is sufficient for 
us at this time to note some of the 
truths associated with the color RED. 
But once again let me say that if we 
say we believe the WHOLE Bible to 
be the Word of God, we must seek 
to find something about this color 
that figures so largely in the interests 
of men today. 

Students of the Hebrew Scriptures 
tell us that the word ADAM is asso- 
ciated with RED. The root signifies 
red or ruddy, and is the ordinary word 
used for that purpose. It designates 
Esau’s red pottage and gives him his 
name Edom (Gen. 25:30). It is used 
of the rams’ skins dyed red (Exod. 
25:5, etc.). It marks the color of the 
red heifer (Num. 19:2) and of the 
red horses in Zech. 1:8; 6:2. It is the 
word used for the sardius or ruby in 
Exod. 28:17; 39:10, and for the ruddy 
tint of the flesh of the human being 
in Gen. 25:25; 1 Sam. 16:12; 17:42; 
Song of Sol. 5:10. In 2 Kings 3:22 it 
is applied to the water which was as 
red as blood, and in Isa. 62:2 to the 
red garments. Also, it is instructive to 
note that the Hebrew word for blood 
(DAM) is manifestly connected with 
the same root. 

To sum it up, it is evident that this 
color is associated with man, and if 
we look at the broad outlines, associ- 


ated with him in creation, pardon and’ 


judgment. 
THE REELING WORLD 

The whole of the world is reeling 
under the thundershock of new and 
terrifying weapons; new vibrations of 
terror are reaching to the utmost 
parts. Look at the colossal figures as 
they mount on the indicator; new 
bomb loads, new disasters, and new 
sorrows. The heart grows faint, the 
senses reel as we look with a strange 
fascination at these figures that jug- 
gle with the broken, blasted bodies of 
men, women, and children. Would to 
God the world could but interpret the 
meaning of the confusion, for within 
its long wailing note there sounds, 
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PREPARE TO MEET THY GOD. 
There is another note that many 
have heard and are hearing and obey- 
ing. It is of God’s love and mercy and 
of His pardon. Although the earth 
rocks to and fro as if it balances on 
the edge of the eternal abyss, and 
men sweat and bleed and die in bat- 
tles of unsurpassed violence; although 
the roar of guns grows louder daily 
and the stakes higher, men still hear 
the voice of mercy. Perhaps it is the 
nearness of eternity (I will not say 
death, for that is small if viewed 
against the eternal background) that 
help men to think; perhaps it is the 
whispers of love borne on the wings of 
mercy divine; probably it is both. But 
wonder of wonders, men do hear and 
live a deathless life as they believe in 
the Son and His cross. Christ is seen 
standing supreme, the God of this 
age is defeated, the flimsy veil of 
unbelief is carried away with the 
strong winds of the desire to live. 
Sight comes, men see beyond the 
smoke of battle and they that believe 
(though they die in war) live in peace 
beyond the frown of sorrow. It some- 
times needs a World War to shatter 
the easy thinking of some folk, in our 
case it has needed two such events, 
and yet the strange and terrible truth 
is that there are many yet who seek 
not the mercy of a PARDONING GOD. 


Many yet are asking, WHY DOES 
GOD ALLOW? Some have set them- 
selves against God, and others are 
beating their hands and heads against 
the solid rock of facts. 

THE WORLD SEES RED 

It is with a start I recall that RED 
is the predominant color today; and 
as red is that color associated with 
Adam and his sons, we are surely see- 
ing the final throes (and I feel as- 
sured that they are death throes) of 
the old creation. The sun is setting in 
a blood-red sea of sorrow. If we turn 
to the Scriptures, we note that the 
RED streak is always there: In Cain 
(he was the human conception of 
God’s answer to human need) ; in Ish- 
mael (even Abram was willing to offer 
the son of sinful relationship unto 
God and expect Him to work through 
that way; surely it is with amaze- 
ment we notice Isaac’s choice, Esau, 
and the way that God set aside the 
choice of men and the associations of 
the color red in Genesis 25); in Ba- 
rabbas (he was chosen rather than 
the CHRIST). Men live to exalt 
ADAM and die in the attempting, for 
God has rejected him. Yes, ONE color

Living aS we are in a war-weary 
world, we hear constantly these 
words: “When the war is over”; but 
dare we face facts in the light of his- 
tory, and the prophetic Word?

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Text: “And I thank Christ Jesus 
our Lord, who hath enabled me, for 
that he counted me faithful, putting 
me into the ministry,” 1 Tim. 1:12. 


First, the gospel ministry is a 
glorious calling, because of Him who 
calls. The true ministry is not a mere 
profession, but a divine calling. God’s 
great messengers of the past have 
been thoroughly conscious of this 
calling. Moses received his calling from 
God, through the burning bush, to be 
leader for God’s people, delivering 
them from the hands of Pharaoh. 
“The Lord took me as I followed the 
flock, and the Lord said unto me, go, 
prophesy,” Amos 7:15. Isaiah, when he 
saw the vision, heard the voice, 
“Whom shall I send, and who will go 
for us?” we hear his words, “Here am 
I, send me.”

The sense of God’s call is the under- 
lying glory of the ministry, the gleam 
and glow so necessary for perseverance 
in service.

No burden is quite so heavy as the 
burden of trying to carry the work of 
the Lord with no vision. Visionless 
gospel ministers become mere traders 
in the religious market, crying their 
wares from Sunday to Sunday in drab 
tones of necessity, pathetic figures in 
the presence of apathetic hearers, 
doing a ministerial chore, with neither 
grace nor graciousness- 

Life is a tedious treadmill when the 
gleam is lost. Many a discouraged 
servant knows this too well. Moses 
lost his gleam amid the murmurings of 
a stiffnecked and cankerous people, 
when he smote the wilderness rock 
twice in his anger. This was costly to 
him, it cost him the promised land. 

The ministry is glorious because of 
the message. Our theme should and 
must be good news; not good advice 
or condemnation, but the grace of God 
in Christ, which news is not only good 
news, but, praise God, glorious news; 
good news about a loving God, about 
sins atoned for, about deliverance 
from sorrow, about a stingless death 
and a defeated grave; yes, news the 
world sorely needs today. 

One must be sorry for the preacher 
who has nothing to preach except

man’s latest economic and _ social 
plannings. There are possible oc- 
casions we are to preach to the times, 
but, brethren, in the main we preach 
to the eternities. And what a message 
we have to preach! Angels would 
gladly tell it, but God has commis- 
sioned men to proclaim it. What 
a glory in being the living channel of 
the life-giving message, to have one’s 
mind operated upon by the Spirit of 
God, to have one’s lips (though they 
be of clay) the instrument of divine 
purpose, which results in the work 
that is paramount with God—the 
winning of men and women to Jesus 
Christ. 

We shall doubtless agree that there 
has come a radical change in the 
character of the ministry within re- 
cent years. Ministers are better edu- 
cated and equipped than any pre- 
vious generation of preachers. But, 
somehow -the consciousness of those 
who listen is not stirred to passions 
for more holy living. Somehow the 
pulpit has lost much of its power. It 
does not attract and hold the people. 
Shall we say the gospel has lost its 
power of saving grace? No, not in the 
least, but to a great extent there has 
grown an idea that the preacher must 
change his message to suit the times. 
Our commission today is the same as 
it was in the apostles’ day. The early 
disciples not only had to face un- 
popularity, but intimidation and im- 
prisonment, and for no other 
reason than that they insisted on 
preaching the pure gospel, and the 
pure gospel is a glorious gospel and 
makes a ministry in which there will 
be a glory. The men of the early disci- 


ples’ day did not like the gospel any 
more than do men of this day, but the 
disciples went on preaching it, and 
men locked them up, beat them un- 
mercifully, and threatened their lives, 
instead of complimenting their splen- 


did discourses. 
time, and preaching was a dangerous 
business, but these poor despised and 
unlettered preachers knew nothing 
better than to assemble and pray, “and 
when they had prayed the place was 
Shaken where they were assembled, 
and they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost and spake the word of God with 
boldness” (Acts 4:31). 

In my experience I have observed 
ministers imparting almost all, if not 
all the blame on the congregation if 
they were not as spiritual as they felt 
they should be. But the real need of 
the church of today, more than any- 
thing else, is not criticism or skinning, 
as we sometimes say, but a more 
faithful, fearless, prayerful, Biblical 
preaching. There must be no com- 
promising, hedging, or trimming, but 
such preaching as shall MAGNIFY 
CHRIST, and make men hate the very 
garments touched by that awful thing 
that made Calvary necessary. 

Another thing in the field of pas- 
toral function in which there has 
been a radical change, is that the pas- 
tor used to go into the homes of his 
people as a minister, not as a mere 
caller. He had an important mission 
to perform; he was under tremendous 
responsibility to the members of his 
congregation. His coming was a real 
event in the life of the family; they 
were questioned as to their religious 
experience and development; the visit 
was concluded with reading a scrip- 
ture and prayer. But indeed today 
it is quite different to a great extent. 
Now he (minister) breezes into the 
home as a hale fellow well met. A lit- 
tle general gossip (many times not so 
general) and he is on his way. Aside 
from the fact that he is the pastor, 
so far as spiritual significance is con- 
cerned, the visit could have been made 
by the banker, the baker, or the 
candlestick maker. There was no 
Bible, no prayer, no spiritual conver- 
sation. The visit was purely and 
simply a social one. Can we expect 
God to honor a ministry carried in 
this way? 

Brother Preacher, it is a tragic thing 
to lose Jesus in the temple; to live 
with the Book and lose its power; to 
let prayer become an unpleasant duty, 
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Just two years ago this month, 
October 25, the Lord healed me of 
Pall trouble in the worst stage. I 
have fully trusted God with my body 
since He saved, sanctified, and trusted 
me with the Holy Ghost in July, 1914. 
He has healed me many times and one 
time after the doctor pronounced me 
dead. Praise His name! So many 
healings, so many blessings I could not 
mention if space permitted, but this 
one I want to testify of now. 


I had leakage of the heart, also 
hardening artery of the heart and 
dying muscles of the heart. When I 
felt that I couldn’t live much longer, 
as I realized that I was failing fast 
daily, I went to a doctor to tell me what 
kind of heart trouble I was dying of. 
He told me just how I was suffering 
and I said, “Yes.” Then he told me the 
muscles of the heart were dying and 
the arteries hardening, also there was 
a leak, and that I might live sev- 
eral months in bed but could not 
possibly stay up. He couldn’t under- 
stand how I was up at that time and 
said he knew I would not last much 
longer unless God did something great 
for me. He knew that I had trusted 
God for many years but he thought 
my time to die was near at hand now. 

I told him I was still going to trust 
God. He said there was nothing 
doctors could do for me, even if I 
wanted help from them. But thanks 
be to God, I didn’t have a thought of 
leaning on the arm of flesh at all. I 
continued to pray; the saints con- 
tinued to pray. I wrote to the Evangel 
for prayer and received many en- 
couraging letters, for which I am 
thankful to God and every writer. I 
continued to grow weaker until just 
writing a letter would exhaust me. I 
would have to lie down and would 
suffer so, that I often felt I was dying. 
I lived a few months in that helpless 
condition, knowing that I was failing 
in strength each day, and daily the 
devil talked to me. Thank the Lord, 
there was one great consolation—I 
could always tell the devil that I 
would go to heaven should I die that 
day or night. He tried to make me 
believe that I was sinning or God 
would heal my body as He had always 
done. I could tell him he was a liar 
because the Lord stayed so near my 
side I couldn’t be sinning and have 
the presence of God so real. He tried 
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to make me even doubt that I had a 
resting place in heaven because Jesus 
wouldn’t answer my prayers for heal- 
ing. I said, “Yes, I know I have 
a home with Jesus and I know He will 
answer my prayers if it is not His 
time and way to take me, and if it is 
His time and way to take me I am 
ready and willing to go.” Oh glory, 
thank the dear Lord! He has always 
come to our rescue in time of every 
need. I just feel like standing still and 
seeing the salvation of the Lord. Then 
the Lord came so near He seemed to 
say in a still, small voice, “Be still and 
know that I am God.” I looked out 
the window and the trees seemed to 
be praising God. I felt so willing for 
God’s will to be done in me. It seemed 
that if I had any preference at all I 
had rather go on to my heavenly home 
than tarry any longer in this world. 

Just a few days later a sister and 
her husband took me on a boat, 
carried me to the little island of 
Chokoloskee where Brother Alford was 
pastor. Brother Hillhouse, evangelist, 
was in a revival there. The trip so ex- 
hausted me that I felt that I was 
dying. Just at the close of the service 
I testified that I could never go back 
home alive unless God undertook for 
me. Brother Hillhouse said, “Come to 
the altar, sister, and let us pray for 
your healing.” I felt that I would fall 
if I moved. Then I said, “Well, if I fall 
I will fall into the arms of Jesus.” I 
knelt at the altar only three or four 
minutes and Jesus came down to heal. 
He healed me of heart trouble. I also 
began to mend that hour of other 
ailments. I had suffered several years 
with some kind of ailing inside my 
body which I feared might be a can- 
cer, but, thank God, it is all gone. 
Praise the Lord! 

I began to work where I had to have 
a health card. I went back to the same 
doctor and told my story. He looked 
so astonished, then examined my 
heart again and said, “Well,” as he 
shook his head. I said, “Doctor, how is 
my heart now?” He said, “Normal, as 
far as I can tell”; also my blood was 
normal. I again testified of Jesus 
healing me and he stood still at my 
feet and listened to my testimony of 
the Lord. 

I am still healed and seeking a 
closer walk with the Lord and am en- 
joying His daily benefits and mercies 


abundantly. I want to be a living 
monument for Jesus. 

Please pray for my unsaved loved 
ones. 

I would not want to close this with- 
out mentioning our good services here 
at Ft. Myers. We have a wonderful 
man of God for pastor, Brother M. M. 
Thomas, a humble servant of God. He 
feeds our souls with heavenly sermons 
every Sunday.

Many a minister degenerates thereby 
into a mere guidepost to heaven. It 
is possible for a minister to become 
counterfeit without scarcely knowing 
it. The high experiences so many of us 
know only on special occasions, truly 

they are our daily privileges. 

There are. grave perils in this 
glorious calling—perils always ac- 
company privileges. Most folks think 
of the minister as living in a stormless, 
sunny haven; a wearer of soft rai- 
ment, etc. Our pews may say to 
us, “Our lives are battlefields, yours is 
a garden.” But the greatest battle 
ever fought was in a garden, the 
struggle for existence takes place in 
gardens. There life fights against 
silent, vicious, deadly enemies. Yes, 
the struggle for existence is con- 
tinuously operative in gardens. The 
life of our entire universe is depen- 
dent on the victory that comes 
from the garden warfare. It was in 
the garden of Gethsemane that Christ 
won His-battle that made possible the 
salvation of the world upon the cross 
that followed. ; 

Therefore, we conclude by saying, 
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The glory of the ministry is: Preach 
Christ, and through the foolishness 
of preaching (not foolish preaching) 
men will be saved. If we visit 
Gethsemane in reality, we shall be- 
hold the glory of the ministry.
